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There  have  teen,  during  the  year,  no  serious  outbreaks  of  disease,  although  there 
were  many  cases  of  measles.  The  population  increases  considerably  during  the  summer 
months,  as  Salcombe  attracts  m any  visitors,  being  a  well-known  holiday  resort  and  sail¬ 
ing  centre. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

The  personal  health  services  are  provided  by  various  bodies,  by  far  the  greater 
part  being  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  hospital  Board,  Devon  County  Council  and 
the  Local  Executive  Council.  The  environmental  health  services  are  controlled  by  the 
District  Council. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory  in  Plymouth  for  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  communicable  diseases  and  the  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice-cream 
foodstuffs,  etc. 

The  Devon  County  Health  Handbook  gives  details  of  the  health  and  allied  social 
services  in  the  County  of  Devon.  Much  of  its  information  refers  to  the  County  as  a 
whole,  but  there  are  details  of  the  various  services  provided  in  this  district.
